The total casualty list in the “most 
disastrous fire in the recent history of 
Quebec seemed likely to mount to 
nearly 50. Seventeen of the chil- 
dren, most of them between five and 
nine years old and all of them under 
12, were unaccounted for. 

While firemen and police hacked at 
the ice-encrusted ruins, tales of hero- 
ism during the fierce hout of midnight 
when the century-old orphanage sud- 
denly became a tofch filled with 
shrieking youngsters, were multiplied. 

Gave Her Life. 

One of the bodies recovered was that 
of Anna Gaudreau, 18, a servant girl 
and an orphan, who gave her life to 
save some of her orphaned charges. 
Several times during the height of the 
fire she dashed into the building and 
emerged, carrying two little girls. The 
fourth time she entered she failed to 
return, 

Her body was found in the charred 
ruins near the bodies ,of several of 
the girls she apparently had attempted ! 
to rescue. 

The largest group of bodies found 
was in one of these “pockets” of de- 
stroyed humanity in the basement sec- 
tion. 

Of the 40 sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd who were in charge of the or- 
phanage, many were treated in hos- 
pitals for burns and other injuries.

The inngte prejudice of 
people against dampness is likewise 
a serious factor in the prevention of 
proper ventilation of sleeping rooms 
at night, for even the dumbest folk 
know that the night air is lly 
damper than the day air, an they 
hesitate to admit much of it into the 
sleeping room. Wnfortunately, we 
still have in the medical profession 
and in public-health work too many 
untutored old fossils who share this 
popular nOtion, or who are not very 
clear about it, and their wavering 
or uncertain atitude lends support to 
the fallacy. Without committing 
themselves definitely or in a elean- 
cut fashion, the old fogy doctors and 
health authorities nevertheless man- 
age to give the anxious laity the im- 
pression that dampness is in some 
way responsible for “rheumatism” or 
“colds.” Yet no such doctor or health 
officer has the moral courage to de- 
fine either “rheumatism” or “a com- 
mon cold.” The boldest attempt the 
old fossils ever make in this direc- 
tion is a mere childish assertion that 
“every one knows’ what it is. 

If you can’t take my word for it 
that plenty of moisture in the air is 
good for one’s health, you will at least 
admit that you know enough to tell 
when you are comfortable. Any one 
but an idiot knows whether he is 
comfortable, that is, warm enough and 
not too warm, or cool enough and not 
too cool. 

What do you consider the proper 
temperature of the air in your office, 
shop, heme, in the winter time? Here 
I must say that the ideal tempera- 
ture range, for health and efficiency, 
for most people, is between 60 and 6S 
degrees fahrenheit. But you think 70 
or even 74 is about right. All right. 
Now | can assure you that the air 
in your office, shop or home is tre- 
mendously dried out at that tempera- 
ture. If the humidity were measured 
it would be found very low indeed. 
Now suppose you fit the radiator or 
radiators with a contrivance for evap- 
orating water in the air, a humidifier 
that will evaporate not less than two 
gallons a day from each radiator. 
That-will barely increase the humid- 
j to about half the ideal, but if 


you can doe this you will notice a 


distinct difference in the atmospheric | 
that you!
